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NEWS ITEMS 

During the month of March two spe- 
cial exhibitions have been held at the 
Cincinnati Art Museum; one of paint- 
ings by Miss Martha Walter, and the 
other of original illustrations and other 
works by Henry Reuterdahl. In April 
there will be shown at this museum the 
Leon Bakst exhibition and an exhibition 
of paintings by L. H. Meakin. 

A series comprising three illustrated 
lectures on "Type-Museums and Their 
Contents" is being given by Louis Earle 
Rowe at the Rhode Island School of 
Design. The first lecture was on the 
"Cairo Museum and Its Message," the 
second on the "Kaiser Friedrich Mu- 
seum," while the third will be devoted to 
the "Museum of Fine Arts, Boston." 

Under the auspices of the Utah Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs an exhibit of 
the works of the Society of Women 
Artists in New York was held recently in 
Salt Lake City, attracting much atten- 
tion. Special comment was made, by the 
local press, on a painting by Harriet S. 
Phillips entitled "The Foot Bridge." 

Mr. Hugo Reisinger has been ap- 
pointed chairman of the American Fine 
Arts Committee for the Anglo-American 
Exposition to be held in Shepherd's Bush 
during the coming summer, and has as- 
sociated with himself in the work of as- 
sembling a representative collection of 
works by American artists in America the 
following: John W. Alexander, William 
M. Chase, Childe Hassam, Howard Cush- 
ing, Edward W. Redfield, J. Alden Weir 
and Edmund C. Tarbell. 



The publication of Volume XI of the 
American Art Annual having been delayed 
by the serious illness of the editor, Miss 
Florence N. Levy, who has but just re- 
covered, has been postponed to October. 
It will be brought up to date and addi- 
tional material of value will be added. 

Thomas W. Mawson, special lecturer 
on Landscape Design at the University 
of Liverpool, and a well-known au- 
thority on city planning, has been se-^ 
lected on the personal recommendation of 
the King and Queen of Greece to pre- 
pare a comprehensive plan for remodel- 
ing and beautifying Athens. 

An exhibition of paintings by Gard- 
ner Symons is now on view in the City 
Art Museum, St. Louis, Missouri. This 
will be followed in April by the Meunier 
Exhibition previously shown in Philadel- 
phia, New York and other cities. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the American Federation of Arts, 
held in New York on February 13th, 
Mr. Charles Allen Munn was unani- 
mously elected a member of the Board 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
death of M. C. Russell Hewlett. 

Mr. Glenn Brown, formerly secretary of 
the American Institute of Architects, has 
been elected president of the Washington 
Society of the Fine Arts. This Society 
has a membership of over six hundred and 
fifty and is doing much for the advance- 
ment of art at the National Capital. Dur- 
ing the month of March three lectures 
were given under its auspices; one on 
"Saint-Gaudens," one on "Renaissance 
Architecture," and the third on "Opera." 



Two special exhibitions are to be held 
this spring in the National Gallery of 
Art at Washington. First, the latter 
part of March, a collection of portraits 
by members of the National Association 
of Portrait Painters, and second, the lat- 
ter part of April, a group of marine 
paintings by William F. Halsall, of 
Boston. 



The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, an- 
nounces that in all probability the new 
Robert Dawson Evans Memorial Gal- 
leries for Paintings, including the block 
on the Fenway devoted to Pictures and 
Prints, and the connecting building con- 
taining a Gallery for Tapestries and a 
Lecture Room, will be opened during the 
first week of next November.
